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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  District  Chief 

Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hun- 
dreds of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with 
their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds,  but  25  years 
ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devas- 
tated large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving 
villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys 
in  a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many 
lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23, 
1947.  Nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unsual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen 
again.  The  fuel  of  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a 
firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness 
with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of 
protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these 
reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving, 
discard  a  firebrand  -  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing 
cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning. 
The  burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if 
your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or 
garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are 
allowed  and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important  -  instruct  your  children  in  the 
danger  of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry 
grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which 
leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 
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The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the 
control  of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some 
towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others 
to  heed  Smokey's  message.

1971  has  been  a  yearof  expansion  and  growth  for  the 
Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  At  present, 
there  are  three  full-time  and  four  part-time  registered 
nurses,  one  physical  therapist  and  one  secretary- 
bookkeeper. 

A  total  of  4,591   nursing  visits  and  1,264  physical 
therapy  visits  were  made  in  the  tentowns  covered  by  the 
service. 

The  Agency  provides  the  services  of  a  Home  Health 
Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital  on  a  part-time  basis, 
thus  ensuring  the  continuity  of  care  for  patients 
requiring  extended  care  when  discharged  from  the 
hospital  to  their  home. 

A  new  Well  Child  Conference  has  been  initiated  and 
will  be  held  monthly  to  provide  immunizations  and 
physicals  to  infants  and  pre-school  children  of  eligible 
families. 

The  Exeter  Area  VNA  is  a  service  interested  and 
involved  in  the  prevention  as  well  as  the  treatment  of 
disease.

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School  District  Meeting 
March  9,  1971 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Rob- 
ert Donovan  at  7:35  P.M.  The  moderator  read  the 
warrant. 

ARTICLE  1.  Since  no  one  had  filed  for  the  office  of 
Moderator,  there  was  a  motion  from  the  floor  to  nomin- 
ate Robert  Donovan.  It  was  duly  seconded.  It  was  moved, 
seconded  and  voted  that  the  nominations  cease  and  that 
the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr.  Donovan. 

ARTICLE  2.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that 
the  Moderatorcast  one  ballot  for  Richard  Kelley,  the  only 
one  who  had  filed  for  district  clerk. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  moderator  announced  that  three 
people  had  filed  for  School  Board  member  for  3  years, 
namely;  Larry  Asbury,  Eben  Melvin  Bowley,  and  George 
E.  Fitzgerald.  Voting  proceeded  by  Australian  ballot 
with  a  total  of  168  votes  cast.  Two  ballots  were  mis- 
marked  and  the  results  were:  Mr.  Asbury,  40;  Mr.  Bow- 
ley,  69;  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  57.  The  Moderator  declared  Mr. 
Bowley  elected. 

ARTICLE  4.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that 
the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Mrs.  Catherine  M.  Galla- 
gher, the  only  person  who  had  filed  for  school  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  5.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  voted  that 
the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  each  for  David  J.  Conti  and  Rich- 
ard A.  Brailsford,  Jr.  for  auditors. 

ARTICLE  6.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to 
take  up  Articles  7,  8,  and  9  first. 

ARTICLE  7.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  take  up 
Article  9  before  Articles  7  and  8.  The  motion  lost.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  to  vote  on  Article  8  before  Article  7. 
The  motion  lost. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  voted  that  the  meeting 
vote  on  the  three  proposed  sites. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  voted  to  amend  Article 
7  and  to  vote  only  on  that  portion  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  elementary  school. 
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It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to  vote  by 
ballot.  After  discussion  it  was  moved,  seconded  and 
voted  to  vote  on  the  question.  The  result  of  the  vote  was 
92  yeas  and  84  noes. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to  proceed  to  vote 
on  the  selection  of  a  site.  A  motion,  duly  seconded,  to  vote 
on  this  question  by  secret  ballot  was  lost.  A  hand  vote  on 
each  of  the  three  proposed  sites  showed  more  votes  for 
the  Brailsford  property  than  for  either  of  the  other  two 
sites. 

ARTICLE  8.  Three  different  types  of  construction 
were  explained  and  cost  figures  given.  A  motion,  duly 
seconded,  to  amend  the  article  by  striking  from  it  Sec- 
tions A  and  C  was  lost.  A  motion,  duly  seconded,  to 
accept  Section  A  was  lost.  A  secret  ballot  on  the  three 
plans  produced  the  following  vote: 

Plan  A  -  The  Miles  Plan  40  votes 

Plan  B  -  The  Modular  Building  107  votes 

Plan  C  -  The  Trickham  Plan  14  votes 

ARTICLE  9.  A  motion  to  approve  was  duly  second- 
ed. An  amending  motion  to  reduce  the  appropriation  to 
$126,000  was  seconded. 

A  motion  to  amend  the  amendment  to  $135,000  was 
seconded  but  not  voted  favorably. 

The  original  amendment  was  approved. 

After  considerable  discussion  and  an  explanation  by 
the  moderator  that  the  necessary  bonding  would  have  to 
be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot  and  would  require  a  2/3 
majority,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  ballot.  A  total  of  158 
votes  was  cast,  requiring  106  votes  for  approval.  There 
were  99  yes  votes  and  59  no  votes.  The  moderator  de- 
clared the  motion  lost. 

A  motion  to  close  the  East  Kingston  schools  and  to 
send  the  children  to  surrounding  towns  was  seconded 
but  defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  returned  to  Article  6  and  it  was  voted 
"that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  of- 
ficials and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district  the  sum  of  $176,986  and  that 
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there  be  applied  aj^ainst  said  appropriation  such  sums  as 
are  estimated  and  thai  the  School  Board  be  fiuthorized  to 
certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  esti- 
mated income  and  the  appropriation  as  an  assessment 
to  be  raised  by  the  town  by  taxes. 

ARTICLE  10.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that 
the  auditors'  report  as  printed  in  the  school  district 
report  be  accepted. 

Mrs.  Richard  Smith,  Chairman  of  the  School  Board, 
on  behalf  of  the  board  and  the  Superintendent,  thanked 
the  citizen's  committee. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  voted  to  instruct  the 
school  board  to  call  a  special  meeting  as  soon  as  it  can  be 
arranged. 

ARTICLE  11.  There  being  no  other  business,  it  was 
voted  to  adjourn  at  11:30  P.M.

A  School  District  special  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Moderator  Donovan  at  8:05  P.M.  The  Moderator  read 
the  warrant  for  the  meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  School  Board  Member  Mel- 
vin  Bowley,  and  duly  seconded,  that  the  School  District 
of  East  Kingston: 

(a)  Appropriate  the  sum  of  $130,000  for  the  purpose 
of  financing,  constructing  and  equipping  a  new  elemen- 
tary school  building,  including  land  acquisition,  ease- 
ments and  rights  of  way  as  may  be  required,  such  sum  to 
be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  of  the 
School  District,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $130,000  under 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (Chapter  33  of  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes 
Annoted  and  any  amendments  thereto]  and  any  other  en- 
abling authority; 
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(b)  Authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and  sell  such 
Bonds  or  Notes  and  determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be 
paid  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance, 
negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as 
shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  School  District  of  East 
Kingston,  N.H. 

(c)  Authorize  the  School  Board  to  acquire  land  or  in- 
terests in  land,  to  enter  into  agreement  and  contracts  and 
to  take  other  action  necessary  to  complete  the  said  ele- 
mentary school  building  project  and  to  apply  for  and  to 
accept  state  or  federal  grants  in  aid  of  said  project,  and 

(d)  To  take  any  other  action  in  connection  with  the 
foregoing  matters  or  any  of  them. 

After  discussion  of  the  motion  it  was  moved,  second- 
ed, and  voted  that  discussion  cease  and  that  voting  pro- 
ceed by  secret  ballot.  When  all  who  wished  to  vote  had 
voted,  the  Moderator  entertained  a  motion,  duly  second- 
ed, that  the  voting  cease.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

A  count  of  the  ballots  showed  98  yes  votes  and  52  no 
votes  for  a  total  of  150  votes.  The  Moderator  declared  the 
motion  lost  because  a  bond  issue  requires  a  2/3  majority. 

The  meeting  adjourned  by  vote  at  9:15  P.M.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  only  those  on  the 
checklist  be  permitted  to  discuss  motions,  with  the 
exception  of  invited  guests.  This  motion  was  voted  in  the 
negative. 

A  member  of  the  school  board  moved  adoption  of 
Article  1  as  follows: 
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(a)  To  appropriate  the  sum  of  $137,600  for  the  pur- 
pose of  financing,  constructing  and  equipping  a  new  ele- 
mentary school  building,  including  land  acquisition, 
easements  and  rights  of  way  as  may  be  recpjired,  such 
sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes 
of  the  School  District,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $137,600 
underand  incompliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Finance  Act  (Chapter  33  of  the  N.H.  Revised  Sta- 
tutes Annoted  and  any  amendments  thereto]  and  any 
other  enabling  authority; 

(b)  To  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and  sell 
such  bonds  or  notes  and  determine  the  rate  of  interest  to 
be  paid  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  is- 
suance, negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict of  East  Kingston,  New  Hampshire; 

(c)  To  authorize  the  School  Board  to  acquire  land  or 
interests  in  land,  to  enter  into  agreements  and  contracts 
and  to  take  any  other  action  necessary  to  complete  the 
said  elementary  school  building  project  and  to  apply  for 
and  to  accept  state  or  federal  grants  in  aid  of  said  pro- 
ject, and; 

(d)  To  take  any  other  action  in  connection  with  the 
foregoing  matters  or  any  of  them. 

Members  of  the  School  Board  explained  present 
crowded  conditions  and  also  possible  sites  for  the  new 
school.  The  question  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  af- 
firmatively. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  polls  open  at  8:45  P.M. 
and  closed  at  10:45  P.M. 

A  count  of  the  votes  showed  228  ballots  cast,  172 
yeas  and  56  noes.  The  Moderator  declared  the  vote  to  be 
in  the  affirmative,  being  in  excess  of  the  required  2/3 
majority  on  bond  issues. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  voted  to  recess 
the  meeting  until  after  the  special  town  meeting  called 
for  Thursday,  September  23. 

The  Moderator  recessed  the  meeting  at  10:55  P.M. 
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Recessed  School  District  Special  Meeting 
September  23,  1971 

Moderator  Donovan  opened  the  meeting  at  8:10  P.M. 
and  read  the  two  articles  to  be  acted  upon. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  rent  the  "Green  Gate"  so-called  and 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500  to  defray  said  rental  and 
transportation  expenses  was  indefinitely  postponed  by 
motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  3.  "To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  auth- 
orize the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  pupils  from  East 
Kingston  who  attend  St.  Michael's  School,  a  non-public 
school  situated  in  Exeter,  N.H.  pursuant  to  a  Dual  En- 
rollment Agreement  between  the  Exeter  School  District 
and  St.  Michael's  School,  and  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  apply  for  any  grants  and/or  reimbursements  which 
may  be  or  become  available." 

A  motion  in  support  of  the  above  article  was  made 
and  seconded. 

A  motion  to  put  the  question  failed  for  lack  of  a  sec- 
ond. 

A  motion  to  cease  discussion  was  moved,  seconded, 
and  voted  affirmatively. 

The  vote  on  the  original  motion  to  approve  Article  3 
was  in  the  negative. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  and  the  moderator  declared  the  meeting  adjour- 
ned at  8:38  P.M.

REPORT      OF 
THE      SUPERINTENDENT     OF       SCHOOLS 

EDWARD  A.  ADAMO 

The  new  school  year  began  with  a  Union-wide 
faculty  meeting  at  the  Area  Junior  High  School  on 
Tuesday  September  7,  1971.  Classes  opened  for  in- 
struction on  Wednesday  September  8,  1971. 

The  East  Kingston  school  opened  the  year  with 
129  pupils,  a  decrease  of  3  pupils  over  the  begin- 
ning day  of  school  a  year  ago.  This  represents  a  1.1'% 
decrease  compared  with  a  25.7"/(.  increase  a  year  ago. 

Dramatic  news  came  to  East  Kingston  when  the 
voters  approved  building  a  new  four  room  school, 
the  first  multi-room  public  school  ever  to  be  built  in 
East  Kingston.  The  school  is  now  under  construc- 
tion and  completion  is  scheduled  by  lune  1,  1972. 
The  principal  announced  his  resignation  to  become 
effective  after  the  first  of  the  year  1972.  Mr.  Belski 
expressed  sadness  at  leaving  East  Kingston  at  mid- 
year, but  found  it  necessary  to  pursue  graduate 
study  opportunities  in  speech  pathology.  In  his  an- 
nual report  the  principal  extends  his  appreciation 
to  the  police  and  fire  departments,  to  room  moth- 
ers, to  the  P.  T.  A. ,  and  to  Mrs.  Joslin  for  her  work  in 
the  library.  Class  field  trips  were  taken  this  year  to 
the  U.N.H.  farms.  Maple  Vale  farm.  Post  Office, 
Roxbury  Zoo,  Boston  Aquarium  and  Science  Mus- 
eum and  Strawberry  Banke. 

A  School  Board  representative  from  East 
Kingston  has  been  working  with  a  Supervisory 
Union  16  study  committee  concerning  the  public 
operation  of  the  Rockingham  School  for  Special 
Children.   The   1971   General  Court,   having   made 
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educntion  mandatory  for  nil  hiindicjippod  children, 
has  impressed  upon  all  local  school  districts  the 
oblijjation  lor  identification,  proper  placem(;nt  and 
appropriate  education  for  all  chil(lr(!n  capable  of 
learning.  This  law  gives  new  impetus  to  Supervi- 
sory Union  16  districts  to  cooperate  in  joint  oper- 
ation of  the  Rockingham  School. 

The  State  Legislature  effected  major  cut-backs 
in  the  education  budget  for  the  biennium  1971-73. 
Financial  aid  to  all  categories  were  reduced  by  more 
than  50%  for  1971-72.  New  Hampshire,  which  rank- 
ed 49th  among  the  states  in  1970-71,  with  117,,  of 
local  education  expenditures  reimbursed  by  the 
state,  now  ranks  lowest  in  the  nation  with  only  4"/() 
of  local  budgets  financed  by  state  aid. 

Unless  some  means  of  adequately  and  equit- 
ably financing  local  schools  is  found  -  we  shall  soon 
see  a  significant  decline  in  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  education  relative  to  schools  in  other  states  more 
fortunate  than  our  own. 

There  were  twoteachersnew  to  East  Kingston 
schools  in  Sept.  1971.  One  was  a  replacement  and 
one  a  new  additional  teacher.  The  present  staff  and 
their  respective  assignments  are  listed  below:

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The  tuition  rates  for  1972-73,  as  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  and  announced 
by  the  Exeter  School  Board  are:

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1971-72  are 
the  basis  for  setting  tuition  rates  for  1972-73  in  ac- 
cord with  the  AREA  contract;  a  rental  charge  is 
added  to  make  up  the  total  tuition.  The  new  tuition 
rates  for  1972-73  compare  with  the  state  average 
per  pupil  costs  of  $896.00  per  High  School  pupil  and 
$799.00  per  Junior  High  School  pupil,  exclusive  of 
rental  charges.  One  should  note  that  the  state  aver- 
age is  based  on  operating  expenditures  for  all  New 
Hampshire  schools  forthe  year  1970-71.  This  places 
the  state  costs  2  years  in  arrears  of  tuition  year 
costs  while  Exeter  costs  upon  which  tuition  is  based 
are  one  year  in  arrears  of  tuition  year  costs.  This  is 
the  first  year  since  the  advent  of  the  AREA  con- 
tract when  tuition  has  declined  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  The  $82.00  increase  in  AREA  High  School 
tuition  for  1972-73  represents  the  lowest  annual 
increase  in  High  School  tuition  during  the  past  three 
years;  previous  increases  have  each  year  exceeded 
$100.00. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  loss  that  we  consider  the 
departure  of  Greenland  from  Supervisory  Union  16, 
effective  July  1,  1972  by  order  of  the  State  Board. 
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Greenland  will  become  a  pari  of  the  Portsmouth 
Union  after  many  years  of  harmonious  affiliation 
with  Union  16.  Our  good  wishes  go  with  them  in 
their  new  partnership  for  education.

REPORT     OF    THE     BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATOR 


I  will  preface  my  report  by  extending  a  wel- 
come to  the  School  District  of  Brentwood,  which  of- 
fically  joined  Supervisory  Union  #16  on  July  1, 
1971.  Conversely,  on  July  1,  1972,  the  School  Dis- 
trict of  Greenland  will  leave  our  Union  to  become  a 
member  of  Supervisory  Union  #52  in  Portsmouth.  I 
know  we  will  all  miss  our  associations  with  the 
people  of  Greenland.  I  can  truthfully  say  that  I  have 
always  found  the  School  Board,  staff  and  citizens  of 
Greenland  to  be  a  very  fine  and  co-operative  group 
with  which  to  work. 

The  ever  present  problem  of  financing  public 
education  continues  in  the  forefront  of  major  con- 
cerns to  us  all.  The  severe  reduction  in  state  fund- 
ing, coupled  with  steadily  rising  costs,  makes  the 
task  of  holding  down  budgetary  increases  an  in- 

90 


credibly  difficult  one.  Certain  school  districts  in 
Union  #16  which,  in  past  years,  have  received  wel- 
comed assistance  from  the  state  in  the  form  of  pay- 
ments from  the  foundation  program,  find  them- 
selves faced  with  the  total  loss  of  this  support. 
Building  aid,  which  has  always  been  fully  funded, 
was  reduced  nearly  507o  this  year.  This  is  the  first 
time  since  the  start  of  this  state  support  program  in 
1956-57,  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  first 
year  of  the  biennium  has  been  insufficient  for  dis- 
tricts to  receive  their  full  entitlement. 

Thus,  school  boards  faced  with  increased  ex- 
penditures now  find  their  financial  problems  com- 
pounded dramatically  by  severe  cuts  in  state  assis- 
tance. I  will  not  take  the  space  here  to  enumerate 
solutions  to  this  problem  which  have  been  put  forth, 
except  to  say  that  it  seems  very  clear  to  me  that  if  we 
ever  hope  to  give  the  property  owner  the  relief  he  is 
so  very  much  entitled  to,  we  must  urge  those  who 
set  policy  to  set,  as  top  priority,  the  fullest  possible 
funding  of  existing  state  programs. 

New  Hampshire  has  a  very  fine  foundation  aid 
program,  on  the  books.  It  is  based  on  sound  reason- 
ing and,  if  properly  financed,  would  take  positive 
steps  toward  providing  equality  of  education  state- 
wide. However,  this  program,  from  its  very  incep- 
tion, has  never  received  proper  funding. 

Until  we  can  be  assured  of  reasonable  state 
support,  it  seems  clear  that  the  property  owner  will 
continue  to  bear  this  crushing  burden. 

Hopefully,  better  days  lie  ahead. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  our  efficiency  in  the 
Union  Office  and  to  better  serve  our  school  dis- 
tricts, we  are  continually  searching  for  ways  to  re- 
fine our  administrative  procedures. 

In  line  with  this,  I  have  committed  a  consid- 
erable amount  of  time  this  past  year  studying  the 
application  of  data  processing  to  our  administra- 
tive functions.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Super- 
visory Union  Board  has  given  their  approval  to 
computerizing  our  entire  Union  payroll,  utilizing 
the    staff   and    facilities    of  Phillips   Exeter  Aca- 
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demy's  data  processing  center.  The  administrative 
staff  of  the  Academy  has  been  most  cooperative, 
and  the  costs  involved  for  the  type  of  service  we  will 
receive  are  extremely  reasonable. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  conversion  of  our  pay- 
rolls from  a  purely  manual  procedure  to  a  mecn- 
anized  process  will  result  in  reduced  time  and  in- 
creased accuracy  and  efficiency.  Further,  it  will 
provide  the^  staff  information  regarding  their  pay 
and  fringe  benefits  which  has  never  been  available 
to  them  before. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  our  full  conversion  to 
this  new  procedure  on  July  1, 1972. 1  am  hopeful  that 
one  year  from  now  I  can  report  to  you  very  success- 
ful experience  with  the  new  system. 

In  closing,  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
school  boards,  staffs,  and  citizens  of  our  several 
school  districts  for  their  continued  support  and  co- 
operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 

Because  so  much  of  my  work  pertains  to  the 
handling  of  our  Federal  Projects,  I  should  like  to 
devote  my  part  of  the  report  to  these  programs. 

The  two  Towns  of  Kensington  and  East  Kings- 
ton have  received  for  the  first  time  in  1971-72  a 
small  Federal  Grant  under  Title  I  ESEA.  This  grant 
is  being  used  to  strengthen  our  reading  programs  in 
these  two  schools.  A  special  reading  resource  cen- 
ter for  diagnosing  and  prescribing  reading  pro- 
grams to  students  having  problems  in  this  area  will 
be  established.  Mrs.  Carol  Graves  will  act  as  con- 
sultant to  this  project  and  will  work  with  teachers 
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and  pupils  with  reading  strategies.  It  is  expected 
this  will  be  a  three  year  project  and  will  greatly 
reinforce  what  the  local  school  is  doing  with  their 
reading  programs. 

Title  II  ESEA  continues  to  have  impact  upon 
our  libraries  in  the  area.  Through  Federal  Funding 
in  the  last  three  years,  nearly  6,000  new  books  have 
found  their  way  into  our  scnool  libraries.  The  cur- 
rent year  will  see  nearly  2,000  new  titles  arriving  in 
our  schools  along  with  records,  tapes,  and  film- 
strips. 

Title  III  NDEA  is  back  this  year  with  a  sizable 
grant  and  the  various  schools  will  have  special  Mini 
Projects  in  Math,  Social  Studies,  and  Reading 
which  will  place  new  materials  in  the  hands  of  stu- 
dents and  teachers  of  Grades  Two  through  Twelve. 

All  of  the  above  titles  require  much  planning, 
work,  and  Federal  government  "mechanics"  to  ob- 
tain but  the  net  results  to  students  are  well  worth 
the  time  and  effort  of  your  teacher  consultant. 


REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  with  all  educational  personnel,  the  require- 
ments of  the  school  nurse  are  ever  changing  and  in- 
creasing along  with  societal  changes  and  demands. 
Listed  in  annual  reports  of  previous  years  are  the 
routine  health  measures  carried  out  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  the  school  nurse. 

Beyond  this  a  considerable  investment  of  time 
and  expense  has  been  made  to  become  certified  in 
closely  related  fields  in  which,  services  for  our 
towns,  are  non-existent.  For  the  past  three  sum- 
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mers,  training  in  special  individual  educational  and 
psychological  testing  has  been  completed  for  certi- 
fication, thus  eliminating  the  economic  burden  and 
delay  of  seeking  these  services  elsewhere.  Courses 
in  elementary  guidance  and  counseling  have  been 
completed  and  N.H.  certification  was  received  in 
October,  1971. 

Society  is  changing  and  so  is  the  process  of 
health  and  education.  School  Health  services  vary 
according  to  the  particular  school  and  community. 
What  should  be  included  in  one  system,  might  be 
overlapping  in  another.  In  most  clepartments,  we 
find  that  coverage  must  be  extended  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  individual  child  and  attending  person- 
nel, and  it  is  none  the  less  so  with  School  Health 
Services  according  to  the  special  provisions  of  the 
area. 

There  are  often  necessary  variations  to  the 
nurse's  schedule  due  to  dates  for  physical  exam- 
inations and  other  programs  dependent  upon  visit- 
ing personnel,  plus  the  need  for  alternating  hours  to 
fit  in  with  a  double  session. 

On  May  26,  1971,  a  meeting  of  School  Board 
members,  Superintendent  Adamo,  Dr.  Tuthill  and 
myself  offered  opportunity  for  open  discussion  and 
suggestions  in  reference  to  school  health  services. 
Request  for  teacher  training  in  First  Aid  was  made  - 
this  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  school  nurse.  As  a 
result,  following  a  special  instructor's  workshop 
during  the  summer,  in  Red  Cross  Multimedia  First 
Aid,  a  course  was  organized  and  scheduled  for 
teachers,  principals  and  secretaries  representative 
of  all  schools  in  my  districts  of  Union  16.  This 
course  was  directed  iDy  Mr.  Robert  Corbin  and  Mrs. 
Sherri  Hanna  of  the  Exeter  Red  Cross  Chapter.  We 
hope  soon  to  have  a  modified  course  for  Grades  5 
and  6  children. 

Another  request  was  the  elimination  of  all  but 
most  urgent  travel.  This  has  been  conscientiously 
observed  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  offer  of  school 
board  members  to  supply  transportation  in  emer- 
gency instances  thus  allowing  the  school  nurse  to 
remain  at  her  post.  A  certain  amount  of  travel,  how- 
ever. -  the  need  for  which  must  be  weighed  by  the 
nurse,  -  is    essential   in  carrying  out   health  ser- 
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vices,  particularly  when  school  areas  extend  over  a 
large  territory. 

Health  education  is  an  integral  part  of  any 
school  curriculum.  Through  education  only  can  we 
expectreturns  from  our  efforts  to  establishgood  un- 
derstanding and  practices  of  health,  hygiene,  and 
safety  among  young  people.  We  plan  to  make  avail- 
able interesting  speakers,  new  films,  filmstrips, 
publications,  talking  book  machines  and  appro- 
priate records,  tapes  and  other  aids  ideally  for  use 
supplemental  to  special  class  units  at  a  time  when 
material  will  be  most  helpful.  By  request  of  Princi- 
pals, scheduling  can  be  arranged  for  actual  class- 
room instruction  by  the  school  nurse  in  areas  of 
health  and  safety. 

Volunteer  services  are  of  increasing  value 
throughout  our  schools.  I  am  grateful  for  the  con- 
tinued cooperation  of  several  very  special  people  in 
my  communities  who  have  spent  many  hours 
screening  and  assisting  in  general,  in  the  depart- 
ment. Without  their  contribution  of  time  and  effort 
our  health  service  coverage  would  be  sharply  nar- 
rowed due  to  the  wide  area  and  enrollment  for 
which  we  are  responsible. 

Parents  are  welcome  and  encouraged  to  visit 
the  health  office  for  conference  concerning  any 
health  related  problem.  Communication  between 
principal,  teachers,  special  education  personnel, 
psychological  services,  school  pediatricians,  and 
school  nurse  are  vital  in  promoting  an  effective 
team  relationship.  With  all  personnel  working  to- 
gether, in  cooperation  with  parents,  progress  can  be 
faster  and  surer. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  sup- 
port of  the  school  board,  Dr.  Adamo,  Principal 
Thomas  Belski,  members  of  the  staff  and  our  at- 
tending pediatricians  for  their  interest  and  help 
during  the  past  year.
